SOLICITOR RAYNOR ANGRY. 

Exaggerated statements as to his age and 
inuendoes reflecting on his integrity are very 
distasteful to Solicitor of the Treasury Ray- 
nor. This afternoon ex-Congressman Loren- 
zo brentano, of Chicago, counsel for *‘boss’’

CHAPLAIN MESsPLIE’S PREDICAMENT. 

Reverend Toussaint Mesp!ie, a chaplain in 
the army, has been absent in London without 
leaye since January. In answer to commu- 
nications from the department suggesting his 
return home and making report for duty, he 
has replied that his health is_ bad, 
and that his physicians advise him 
to continue his travels. ‘he  depart- 
ment is not satisfied with these replies, 
especially as there are charges pending against 
him, and the prospects are that if he does 
not soon report he will be dropped from the 
army list as a deserter. If he does return the 
probabilities are that he will be called upon 
to stand a courtmartial. It is intimated that, 
being unused to leaves of absence, he drew 
pay orders for full active pay instead of for 
leave pay. Mr. Mesplie is the only Catholic 
chaplain inthearmy. His friends are con- 
fident that he will be entirely able to clear 
himself.

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ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORTS, 
27.—An official commu- 
nication has been received from the head- 
quarters of the Telegraphers’ brotherhood 
here to the efiect that there is no truth what- 
ever in the report that a strike will be ordered 
against the associated press wires. In San 
Francisco a theatrical performance will be 
given in the Grand opera house Sunday eve- 
ning for the benefit of the 
striking operators. The play will 
be ‘Boucicault’s Long Strike. Several 
telegraphers are in the cast. The Knights of 
Labor have subscribed for $1,000 worth ot 
tickets, and it is reportec that over $3,000 worth 
have been sold. The Knights of Labor have 
levied an assessment of one dollar a week on 
each member to sustain the operators during 
the strike. There is no change in the tele- 
graphic situation in Washington. The clerks 
in the interior and war departments afe get- 
ting up subscriptions for the benefit of the 
strikers. In Chicago a subscription was 
taken up on the board. of trade for 
the striking telegraphers. Eight hundred 
dollars were raised. The cash subscriptions 
received in Chicago are reported toamount to 
$2,200. The first desertion from the strikers’ 
ranks in this city was reported yesterday. 
A LONG STRIKE EXPECTED, 

New York, July 27 —The situation in the 
Western Union office is reported to be steadi- 
ly improving. The strikers are cheerful and 
determined as ever. The latter have come to 
the conciusion that they must expect to make 
a long fightof-it. Plans are rapidly being 
pushed forward for the organization ofthe new 
co-operative telegraph company, contempla- 
ted by the brotherhood. At the office of the 
American Rapid telegraph company 
to-day, it was said that.a larger amount of 
business was being done by the company than 
ever before, and that although the force was 
largely increased, there was work enough to 
keep every one busy. Resolutions offered in 
the produce exchange to notify the Western 
Union company tnat if the _~ serviec 
is not improved, the exchange 
will withdraw from its contract, 
and also to confer with other exchanges with 
building a line of their own, was 
adopted. The linemen and _ inspectors 
of the Bell telephone company, of Philadel- 
phia, waited upon the oflicers of the company 
this morning, and demanded an answer to 
their bill of grievances, which was presented 
yesterday, The superintendent declined to 
ineet their views, and requested them to wait 
until to-morrow at noon, but the men re- 
fused, and at once inaugurated & strike. 
There are about twenty-two linemen and six 
inspectors of instruments taking part in the 
movement.

Lord 
Carlingford, president of the council, stated 
in the house of Jords this afternoon that the 
government had no intention ,to enforce the 
quarantine against shipping arriving at Eng- 
lish ports, as it was thought impossibie to es- 
tablish an absolute quarantine’ system.

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BURIRD TREASURE. 


Cliizensa ef Kansas Searching for a Convict’s Nidden 
Wealth. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., July 27.—The country 
near Ottawa, Franklin county, this state, is 
in a great state of excitement over the report 
that $50,000 in gold was buried there by a 
man at present serving aterm of twenty five 
years in the penitentiary south of this city 
for murder. The people are reported 
to be digging in every place 
where “n° thought possible for 
the money to be, but as yet unsuccessfully. 
The convict is in hopes that the knowledge of 
the burial place of the money willenable nim 
to get out of prison, and will not tell the piace 
without some chance of this. He has been 
visited at the prison by residents of that sec- 
tion. but would not say where the money is 
buried. When told that the people were dig- 
ging for it he exhibited little interest until 
his visitor described one place where searcb 
had been made—on a biuff. He tfien 
asked many questions, which direction 
they ‘were digging, etc., and spoke 
nervously of a clump of ash trees not 
far from a cave where the convict’s name 
is cut in the stone. People who have 
known something of the facts for years think 
the money is undoubtedly buried ‘there. The 
story is that when that part of the state was 
inhabited by Indians, there was a trader 
among the Osages who had amassed quite a 
little fortune, which he kept about him in 
gold. He became sick, and shortly before he 
died he buried his treasure, amounting to 
$50,000. His weaith had been greatly magni- 
tied, anid stories of its fabulous amount were 
told after his death, but these soon died our, 
and the trader and his money were forgotten 
in the exciting events of those days. Years 
afterward in his rambles the man who is at 
present serving a long term in our State prison 
discovered it, but, being afraid to use it. he 
took it up and buried it in a new place.- Not 
long after that he got into trouble, which 
ended in his being sent tothe penitentiary, 
where he still is, that the money has re 
mained undisturbed. The peopie have a 
great deal of faith that they will be able to 
find the money.

der. Governor Winthrop wrote: 

‘We have now slain and taken in about 
seven hundred. We sent fifteen of the boys 
and two women to Bermuda by Mr. Pierce.’’ 

From this Winthrop was descended that 
old Whig who never became much enraged 
on the slavery question, even down to the 
brink of the rebellion. 

Old Winthrop was a thorough ‘slave driver. 
In one of his letters to Governor Bradford, of 
’.ymouth, he says: 

‘he prisoners were divided, some to those 
of the Connecticut colony and the rest to us. 
Of these we send the male children to Ber- 
muda by Mr. William Pierce, and the women 
and maid children are disposed about in the 
towns. There have now been slain and taken 
in all about seven hundred.” 

THE AFRICAN SLAVE, 

We find reference to African slaves being 
brought into Massachusetts as early as 1638. 
The Governor's journal says: ‘‘Mr. Pierce, 
in the Salem ship, the Desire, returned from 
the West Indies after seven months. He had 
been at Providence, and brought some cotton 
and tobacco and negroes, etc., from thence, 
and salt by Tortugas.’ 

Dr. Belknap said of the slave trade that the 
rum distilled in Massachusetts was the main- 
spring of this traffic. Massachusetts skippers 
took negroes tothe West Indies, and reference 
is sat in the early laws to the special care 
to be taken of the cannibal negroes brought 
from New England. This ship, the Desire, the 
first slaverin New England, was built at Mar- 
blehead in 1636. 

In the Pequot war some of the Narragan- 
sett Indians assisted the English and received 
a part of the prisoners as slaves. Mianiono- 
muh got eighty of these slaves. 

Old Captain Stoughton, one of the Puritan 
slavers, wrote tothe governor: ‘By this pin- 
nace you shall receive forty-eight or fiity wo- 
men and children, concerning which there is 
one I formerly mentioned that is the fairest 
and largest that | saw among them, to whom 
[I have given acoattoclothe her. It is my 
desire to have her ‘fora servant,’ if it may 
stand with your good liking, else not, there is 
a litttle squaw that Stewart Culacut desireth, 
to whom he hath givena coat. Lieutenant 
Davenport also desireth one, to-wit, a small 
one, that hath three strokes upon her stom- 
ach, thus.’’ He puts the marks in his manu- 
scriptand adds solemnly: ‘‘The Indian de- 
sireth the young little squaw which I know 
not.”’ 

It avpears that in Massachusetis they went 
into the slave-breeding business, also, as earlv 
1s 1639, andan old book—Josslyn’s Voyages 
to New England—says: 

‘The 2d of October, 1639, about nine of the 
clock in the morning, Mr. Maverick’s negro 
woman came to my chamber window. In 
her own country language and tune she sang 
very loud and shrill. Going out to her she 
used a great deal of respect toward me and 
willingly would have expressed her grief im 
English, but Lapprehended it by her coun- 
tenance and deportment, whereupon I 
repaired to my host to learn of him the 
cause, and resolved to entreat him in 
behalf, for that I understood before 
had been a queen in her own 
‘ountry, and observed a very humble and 
lutiful garb used toward her by another 
e gro, who was her maid. Mr. Maverick was 

-sirous to have a breed of negroes, and, there- 
tove, seeing she would not yield by persua- 
company

PIONEER LEGISLATION. 

Positive legislation on the subject of slave- 
ry began in the bay about l641. The 
laws then passed said: ‘‘There shall never 
be any bond-slave slavery, villanage, or cap-

THE @RIGINAL FUGITIVE SLAVE LAW. 

The original a the fugitive slave law can be 
traced to this New England confederation. 
The Puritan wathorltdes complained to the 
Dutch governor of New York that the Dutch 
agent at Hartford had harbored an Indian 
fugitive slave, and they say: 

Such a servant is part of her master’s es- 
tate, and a more considerable part than a 
beast.”’ 

The Dutch and English then made a treaty 
to restore sluves. 

The first set of laws in Massachusetts estab- 
lished slavery, and at the very birth of the 
foreign commerce of New England the Afr- 
can slave trade became regular business. The 
ships which took cargoes of slaves and fish to 
Madeira and the Canaries were accustomed to 
touch on the coast of Guinea totrade for 
negroes, which were carried generally to Bar- 
badoes or to the other English islands in the 
West Indies, the demand for them at home 
being small. 

Old Rev. Cotton Mather, a New England 
proprietor, had the following charitable view 
of the origin of the American Indians: 

‘‘We know not when or how these Indians 
first became inhabitants of this mighty conti- 
nent, yet we may guess that probably the 
devil decoyed these miserable savages hither 
in hopes that the gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ would never come here to destroy or 
disturb his absolute empire over them.” But 

Massachusetts also enslaved white people at 
a very early period, beginning in 1658, and 
that year certain persons were punished by 
the county court of Salem and Ipswich for 
attending a Quaker meeting and siding with 
the Quakers, and absenting themselves from 
the public ordinances. Among them were 
two children, Daniel and Provided South- 
wick, son and daughter of Lawrence South- 
wick, who were fined 10 pounds, but their 
fines not being paid, and they ‘pretending 
that they had no assets, and resolving not to 

work,’ the general court empow ered the 
county treasurer to sell the said persons to 
any of the English nation at V irginia or Bar- 
badoes in accordance with their. law for the 
sale of poor and delinquent debtors. 

The law failed, however, because no ship- 
master was mean enough to obey the order of 
the court and take them away. The court 
was the meanest thing in Massachusetts. 

WHIPPED AND STRIFED. 

Young Provided Southwick was afterward, 
in company with several other Quaker ladies, 
whipped with ten stripes and committed to 
prison. 

The Quaker historian, Bishop, addressing 
the Puritans, says: ‘‘Ye have left them not 
even their wearing apparel, have taken their 
land and then ye sell them for this which ye 
call debt. Oh, ye rulers of Boston, ye inhab- 
itants of Massachuset: s, | have no nation with 
you to compare, [ have no people with you to 
parallel.’ 

At Plymouth, in 1675, 112 Indian men, 
women and children were ordered to be sold. 
fhe Plymouth records contain the sum of 
£397 oy one bill, ‘received for the sale of pub- 
lic slaves.” They appear to have been a little 
ashamed of it, for their record reads, “sent 
away oy the treasurer,’’ though it means noth- 
ing else but soid into slave ry. 

John Eliot, the apostle, protested against 
this enslaving, saying: ‘‘Christ hath said, 
‘it lessed are the merciful for they shall ob- 
tain mercy.’ This usage of the captives is 
worse than death. It seemeth to me that to 
sell them away for slaves is to hinder the en- 
ent of Christ's kingdom. To sell souls 
money seemeth to me a dangerous mer- 
chandise.”’ 

No attention was paid to Eliot’s protest, 
though he was the first man in the new world 
to -itt up his voice against the treatment the 
negroes in New Engliad received. 

NOT VERY PROFITABLE.

Soon after Mr. Lee Smith received the mes 
sage he sent a telegram inquiring for the pa- 
ticulars of the difficulty, but upto a late hour 
last night he had received no reply. How- 
ever, from a gentleman who reached Atlanta 
last night from Florida, a CONSTITUTION re- 

porter ascertained the probable particulars. 

Since making Jacksonville his home Mr. 
Smith has been running a bar and billiard 
saloon on oneof the principal avenues of 
that city. About three weeks ago he became 
involved in a difficulty with a man named 
Jack Keif. The difficulty originated in a 
game Of billiards in which Mr. Smith charged 
Mr. Keif with swindling him and ended ina 
duel between the two with pistols. In the 
fight Mr. Smith wounded his adversary badly 
and subsequently he was arrested and com- 
mitted to jail.
